The 
suspects assaulted the victim and took property then fled the scene. This case remains 
under investigation.

One of 
the suspects brandished a handgun and assaulted the victim. The suspect then took the 
victim’s car keys. The suspects entered the victim’s vehicle and fled the scene. This case 
remains under investigation.

• Armed Robbery (Gun): On Wednesday, July 1, 2020, at approximately 5:00 pm, the 
suspect approached the victim in the 1600 block of Benning Road, Northeast. The 
suspect brandished a handgun and demanded US currency. The victim complied and the 
suspect fled the scene. CCN: 20-095-734 

On Wednesday, July 1, 2020,18 year-old Malik Beverly, of Southeast, DC, was arrested and 
charged with Robbery (Force and Violence) and two counts of Armed Robbery (Gun). 

Also, on Wednesday, July 1, 2020, 19 year-old Rayrae Stover, of Northeast, DC, was arrested 
and charged with Armed Robbery (Gun) and Robbery (Force and Violence). 

Two of the cases remain under investigation. Anyone who has knowledge of these incidents 
should take no action but call police at (202) 727-9099 or text your tip to the Department's 
TEXT TIP LINE at 50411.
